An Election Degrading in Character 
—A Brief Resume of the Life of a 
Railroad Lobbyist—Mitchell as a 
Gay Lothario—Elected to the Senate 
Under an Alias—John Hipple, Alias 
Mitchell.

WASHINGTON, November 19.—Tne United States 
Senate in the past has received a number of severe 
blows in the estima ion of the general public, but 
nothing has happened in the way of an election 
which is so degrading to its character and standing 
as the election yesterday of John Hipple Mitcheli 
as a Senator from the State of Oregon. His record 
is so notorious and outrageous, and so well known 
that it is a fair presumption that very vote which 
was given to him was bought wil money. The 
seventeen Vemocrats who went over to him in the 
end and wade his election possible must have been 
bougut like so many sheep ina fair. There could 
have been no excuse so far as ignorance of his 
character is concerned. , Hippie Mitchell since his 
first term in the Senate has been a railroad iobbyist 
in Washington This railroad iofluence must have 


been back of him in this last contest.

A brief resume of this man's life will recall to 


the minds of every one the notorious facts of his 


career. Every fact in his life of an adventurer has 
been printed over and over again in Oregon and 
never disputed. He was boro in Western Pennsyl- 
vania.

who lived near Butler in that State. The dauguter

The advance guard of the small but powerful 
army of Sam Jones arrived in the city this morn- 
ing in the person of Mr. Sam Small, the famous 
“Old si” of the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, whose humorous portraitures of nezro 
life made that paper widely known.

THE RECALL OF COUNT MUNSTER. 

The transfer of Count Munster, the German Am- 
bassador, from London to Paris, has caused muci. 
regretand comment by the press and societv. I 
am able to state that it is known in the inner circles 
of diplomacy that the Count was practically recalled 
three months ago. Bismarck represented to the 
Emperor that Muns er's bearing and language 
toward the Giadsione government was not as hostile 
as it should be.

SILVER IN CONGRESS. 

As Senator ALLISON of Iowa is a Western 
Republican of great influence in the councils 
of the party, he is probably about as well 
qualified as any man to forecaste the action of 
Congress on the silver question. He says that 
not even the Senate is likely to agree toa law 
absolutely suspending the coinage of silver 
dollars, and that there is no likelihood of an 
agreement of che two houses upon any suspen- 
sion but a temporary one providing for 
a future resumption without further legisla- 
tion. , 

This obviously means that, while some of the 
silver men are willing to try the effect of sus- 
pension as a means of bringing about an inter- 
national agreement as to free coinage at an 
agreed ratio, they are determined not to put it 


in the President’s power to prevent the resump- 


tion of silver coinage by a veto. They might 
not be able to pass a new silver coinage bill by 
a two-thirds vote over CLEVELAND’s veto 
as they passed the Bland bill over Hayes’ veto. 
The President has taken such radical ground in 
opposition to the increase of silver dollars that, 
while a majority in either House opposes abso- 
jute and final suspension, the power to veto 
resumption will pot be conferred on him. 

A suspension for a stated perind—say for a 
year or two years—with provision for resump- 
tion at the end of that time without further 
legislation, would stop the increase of silver 
coinage for that length of time, and still fur- 
ther depreciate the value of the metal by de- 
priving its producers of a market for about 


| $24,000,000 worth every year. | But that the de- 


preciation would be severe enough in its ef- 
fect to hasten an international agreement for a 
general resumption of silver coinage is not 
very clear. Some silver men agree with M. CER- 
NUCHI that, by joining the Latin Union in its 
policy of forBidding further silver coinage, and 
agreeing to keep the existing silver coins redeem-

The Checkered Career of a Beauti- 
ful Creole in France. 


Her Two Unfortunate Marriages—Put 
Into an Insane Asylum by Her Sec- 
ond Husband's Relatives—A Noble 
Marquis and His Family Doing 
Menial Service—The Day of the Dead 
—Interesting Letter From Paris. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Disparcn. 

PARIS, FRANCE, November 6, 1885,—Tibe news of 
the death in Rome of an American iady who had 
spent much of her very remarkable life in Paris 
has just reached here through some Italian papers 
and occasioned considerable interest, since few 
lives, even of the novelists’ heroines, have been 
so fliled with fortune and misfortune as has that of 
this iliustrious Louisianian, Madame Philarete 
Chasles, wfe of the celebrated author of that 
name. Madame Chasles was a Creole, born in New 
Orleans in the early part of the century. Asa 
young woman she was famous for ber extraordi- 
nary beauty; and when, in 1830. she came to Paris 
she became the leading belle of the most brilliant 
society. Artists vied with each other in securing 
the privilege of paifiting her, and poets wrote 
rapturouss rains in her praise. She became the 
wife of M. Romieu, a Prefect of the Seine (which 
position isthe highest among municipal offices, 
corresponding to the office of Mayor of New York). 

Her married life was unfvoriunate, however, for 
she had frequent quarrels with her busband, and 
in order to torvet her domestic roubles she turned 
ner attention to literary work and wrote her famous 
book entitied Le Femme au da.x-neuvieme 5 ecie, 
[The Wife of the Nineteenth cCentury.] This ap- 
peared under the pseudonym of Marie 5.ncere, aud 
created a great sensaton at the time of pub ica- 
tion, and is not yet forgotten by E repen readers. 
She afterwards wrote a book entitled “Traite d’Ag- 
riculture Cofmparee * [A ireatise on Com) arative 
Agriculture], which is now a standard to whic. 
agriculiuraiists frequently refer. M. Romen died, 
and after a few years of widowhood sue married 
M. Chasies. Avain ber marriage

That tus second portion of the Greville Memoirs 
will be widely read, not only throughout the E 
glish speaking world, but also throu.ziont the con- 
tinent of Europe. is a tolerably safe observation to 
make. Statesmen will make it their business to 
peruse every page, and many who are not, an. 
never will be, statesmen will read it with interes! 
for the saxe of the valuable personal information it 
contains relating to many of the greatest person 
ages of this century. Those, however, who can 
recollect the first portion of the menoirs, pub ished 
in 1874 relatiog to the ren of George 
I end Wiliam IV.. L also re- 
member the nice little dishes of scandal. 
the personal aud confidential details which graced 
the work and hen are so peculiarly interesting 
when they relate to personages of whose private 
life we cap know but little, such as royalty and the 
haute noblesse Readers who eagerly ciutch thes 
volumes,in the expectation of finding a repetitio: @ 
these personalities in the present reign, will be dis- 
appointed. Most of the polit cians, s.atesmen and 
private persons alluded to are now alive, or are so 
recently dead that their immediate descendants, 
wives or mothers, would be prompt to resent a too 
p rsonal biography descending into scandalous 
qu ps and reports. There is, however, quite suffi- 
cient personality introduced into the work torender 
it intensely interesting, besides a vast amount of 
hitherto unwritten history. such as a statesman 
intimately connected wih the private and po itica 
intrigues of court life can always reproduce if he 
will. 

The Queen, of course, is the cen ral figure around 
which all the rest revolve. Ascending at the early 
ace of 18 a throne poluted and disgraced by the 
late reigns of three as worthless or ine ficient kings 
as ever disgraced the Engiis Crown, and laboring 
under the further disadvantege of being a woma) 


and almost a child. she could command from her 
peopie but little respect and less affection. Under 
these circumstances it is curious to note how she 
gradua.ly and very slowly, vet surely and forever, 
wound her way intothe affectionsof the English 
nation. Even the writer of the memoirs, Mr. 
Greville himself, who. judging from his writings, 
appears as hard, cold and upsympzxthetic an indi- 
vidual as ever mounted a rostrum, writes of her at 
first with a half-contemptuous pit. gradually de- 
velop ng intoa sullen respect, not unmingled with 
admiration, and thence into as deep an enthusiasm 
as bis nature vw iil allow. 

Commencing with the death of William IV., the 
author takes advantage of the occasion to com- 
ment very severely upon the absurd pomp and 
veremony with which dead kings are buried, 
“It is a wretched mockery.” he writes, “and if I 
were k ng, the first thing I would do should be to 
provide for being committed to the earth with 
more decency and less pomp. A host of persons 
ofalranksand stations were congregated, who 
loitered through the lovely hails chatting and 
laughing aoa with nethime of woe about them bu. 
the garb. I[sawtwomeni: an animated conver- 
sation, and one laughing heartily at the foot of the 
cofflu as t wasiyingin state. The chamber of 
death, in wh.ch the body lay, all hung with black 
aud adorned with ‘scutcheons and every sort of 
funereal finery, was ‘ike a scene in a play. and us 
we passed through it and looked at the scaffo.ding 
and rough work beulnd, it was jut like going be- 
hind the scenes in a theater. A so.dier's funeral, 
wich I met in the morning—tLe pluin coffin siowly 
borne along by bis cumraues, with the cap and 
heimet and sword of the dead lad up it— 
was more impressive, more decent, mre «affectin 
than allthis pomp with pasteboard crowns an 
heralds scan Drug about, whe idleness or in 
difference were gazing or gossiping about tue 
royal remains.“ 
Early in the book the author describes his first rail- 
wa) journey on the first rainway in the world 
runnwg from B.rmingbam to Liverpool in @ styie 
that seems strange to us to whom ra.lways are 80 
common. “Tie first sensation,” he remarks, “is a 
slight degree of nervousness, and a feeiing of being 
ruu away wih, but a sense of security soon super- 
vones, and the veiocity is delhttul.

A Crazy King’s Sleighs.

A Continental newspaper gives an interest- 
ing account of three sledges belonging to the 
King of Bavaria, which are employed by him 
in his night excursions during the winter in 
the Bavarian highlands, and which have latel 
been under repair at Munich. One is a magni- 
ficent vehicle, of colossal dimensions, capable 
of being used either as or si and 
quite too large for trans by rail. It is a 
closed vehicle, most richly gut and upholctered 
in blue velvet. a group of — support a sort 
of canopy composed of golden crowns. The 
others are smaller, designed by Munich artists 
in the Louis Quatorze style. @ ornamenta- 
tion is so profuse that only three small 
spaces were left on the panels, which 
have been filled by delicate mythological 
eure inted by Von Pechmann, of 
Munich. The front of the oldest sledge (which 
is, however, only twelve years old,) is formed 
by a gigantic shell, supported by Tritons, while 
little cupids seated on ite edge, carry back 
wreathes to the royal occupant. All the sledges 
are drawn by four horses, ha postilions. 
It will be easily understood that such beautiful 
and delicate pieces of workmanship must suffer 
considerably in their night drives over rough 
mountain roads, cov with deep ice and 
snow. And so they have to be sent ularly 
to Munich every summer for repair On the 
present occasion it was the wish of the King 
that they should be all fitted with the electric 
light. But this was not possibie in the case of 
the largest sleige, for the want of means to 
place a sufficient amount of accumulators. It 
is a strange fancy that forbids all ordinary 
eyes to see these remarkable vebicles which are 
reserved to dazzle the peasants of the Bavarian 
Alps as they flash past in the late winter nights 
like some of the phantoms of German legends.

The Horse of the Mountains and His 
Habits. 


Iron Rule of the “Boss of the Herd“ 
Efforts to Emancipate His Enslaved 
Brethren. 


Correspondence of the Times-Democrat, 

Before ng with my limited story of 
wild horses it will be well to state that the 
horses of the mountains are nearly or quite all 
raised on the ranges, similar to cattle running 
at will over the vast country reaching from 
the British possessions to the Rio Grande and 
from Colorado almost to Kansas and the Mis- 
sissippi River. But for these herds the stock 
men would find it difficult to control their cat- 
tle; therefore many men devote their time ex- 
clusively to horse raising, finding ready sale 
for them in bands at from $20 to $40 — 
To start with they usually purchase Indian 
1 mares. These animals are similar to the 

exas ponies, except in the mountains the 
lose to some extent that short, heavy build, 
long mane and fetlocks, and are lighter built 
and scarcely so strong. 

With these mares they put an excellent 
stallion, often imported or from Kentucky, 
preferring large animals and very often 
running stock. The offspring from this union 
is larger and much better than either the 
Texas or Indian pony, and brings better prices. 
This care in breeding for years hasso im- 
proved the ponies of the mountains that ponies 
are now the exception rather than the rule. 
Some exist with the several Indian tribes, but 
horse-breeders rarely have any in their herds 
at this day. 

One can easily imagine that horses raised 
with no restraint whatever from the time they 
are sucking colts and they receive their brand 
until they are three or four years old become 
exceedingly wild at best and flee from the sight 
of man, but the intelligent horse-breeder stays 
with his herd something hike the shepherd with 
his sheep, and by frequently riding among them 
keeps them comparatively in subjection, so it is 
— to drive them to a corral or market at 
will. 

The mining excitements and other causes, 
however, often induce many of these men to 
negiect their horses and they become wild. 
When I speak of a wild horse, you will under- 
stand that the word ‘‘wild” implies its full 
meaning, for certainly no animal in existence 
is so thoroughly unapproachable. Their supe- 
rior intellect to other animals when partly bred 
to good stock, their faculties of hearing. seein 
and smelling, coupled with their fleetness an 
courage aud their ability to stand days and 
weeks of running, make them the most difficult 
of animals to capture. 

Confinihg themselves almost entirely to the 
inaccessible mountains, only coming down to 
water once a day, makes it almost impossible 
to follow, much less capture them, and when a 
band or aportion of a band goes wild it is 
rarely in these days that the owner ever tries 
to recapture them, knowing full well that it 
nearly takes horse for horse in the business. 
and the wild horse once captured has been so 
run down and abused to bring him into subjec- 
tion that they are hardly worth the success. 

With the wild horses a stallion is at the head, 
and is the leader of every herd, having such 
full control over them that no band of cowboys 
are able to drivea band of horses so fast or 
well as astailion can. All in the band are so 
thoroughly afraid of him they keep in a bunch, 
and their speed is gauged by his own, he run- 
ning behind with his head low, 
scarcely above the ground. He ad- 
vances quickly on the hindermost 
ones, giving them a sharp bite on the rump, 
thereby giving them to understand they must 
keep up. Should one turn dut he follows him, 
much after the fashion of the shepherd dog, 
and runs him back. Until his band are out of 
sight in the mountains he keeps this up. Here 
they seem to understand that he cannot follow 
them all, and they scatter in all directions, in 
ravines, canyons and inaccessible places, so that 
when the rider arrives at the place he last saw 
them (usually around some sharp point or on 
some high peak) he is mortified to dnd his own 
horse almost exhausted and his herd so scattered 
(probably only two or three in sight) that he 
gives up the chase in disgust. 

The usual idea is that a very fleet horse, such 
an one as is usually used by the hero ina novel, 
carries his master up to a wild horse 

SUFFICIENTLY CLOSE TO LASSO HLM. 

This is erroneous, for no horse on earth can 
carry arider and saddle sufficiently heavy to 
stand the strain of a lasso fast enough on tue 
rough ground of the mountains to catch a wild 
horse in good health, and I doubt very much 
their ability to do it on a smooth plain. 

It is surprising how easily and thoroughly 
domestic horses go wild under the influence of 
these wild stallions. Many is the emigrant or 
horse-raiser who bas gone to bed at night full 
of confidence and often pride at the condition 
and nuinbers of his stock, only to wake in the 
morning to find nothing left but the one horse 
on the picket rope and the train of their fleeing 
animals, driven or coaxed away by these wile 
horses—gone, and forever. I recall to mind 
now an acquaintance of mine in Nevada, one 
Joseph Gilbert, who lived in Reese River val- 
ley, in Louder County, who took a pride in the 
quality and quantity of his horses, His herd 
numbered about 500 head, and was generally 
conceded to be the best in that section. Joe 
was in fine circumstances, and bore the reputa- 
ion of being weil off and an excellent man, but 
somehow a band of wild horses begun to pre 
upon his herd, finally securing to themselves

recently purchased by Joe at an expense of 
$1,000. Alter his capture Joe's herd was of 
short duration, as with the assistance of this 
stallion they nearly or quite all went wild, and 
though rewards of $5, and afterward $10 per 
head was offered for the horses in any corral, 
with an additional offer of $500 for the 
stallion, I never heard of more than fifteen or 
twenty horses being returned. Some Mexicans 
hearing of it came to capture them with 
twenty men and forty or filty horses, but after 
racing for them until their own horses had 

iven out, they only succeeded in getting the 

fteen or twenty above mentioned, resolving 
to return last summer (1834) and try them on 
the Texas plan, with a Soped corral with 
wings two miles long. 

The result was Mr. Gilbert was ruined. 
Many other cases of the kind have happened 

HORSE RAISING, 

however, on the plains is very profitable, and 

horses will live where cattle will die and never 

have diseases that assume the character of an 

epidemic; barring the continued danger of 

eir going wild, there is no such profitable 

in stock-raising on the plains or 
mountains. 

Wild stallions often become aggressive and 
even dangerous. Mr. Blossom, a friend of 
mine, was going onatrip with his family partly 
bunting and partly to look over the range to 
see the condition of his stock. One night while 
in camp at Antelope Valley his team of horses

Among the numerous bands of highway 
robbers which were the nightmare of all trav- 
elers during the first third of the present cen- 
tury, there was one which had acquired special 
renown in Russia.

The celebrated dancer Tag- 
lioni had displayed all her talent there before 
an enthusiastic multitude; and the Imperial 
Family had been present at every one of the 
performances of this wonderful artist—then in 
all the splendor of her beauty. 

People came from every direction to see her, 
and quite a number of the rich inhabitants of 
Moscow had not hesitated to undertake a jour- 
ney of 160 leagues in sledges, in order to ap- 
plaud the charming stranger. 

Needless to state that besides the bravos 
which she received each evening, Taglioni 
had gathered a perfect harvest of rich gifts. 
The peror himself had ordered to be sent to 
her,as amark of his admiration,a superb 
necklace of the finest pearls. 

Accordingly it came to pass that when, at 
the end of March, the opera house closed its 
gates for the Lenten season, the young dancer 
found herself in possession of a veritable for- 
tune in presents, as weil as in money.

She left St. Petersburg during the early part 
of April, and was escorted to a distance of 
about twenty miles from the city by a great 
number of her admirers. 

She had hired two great traveling coaches 
for the voyage—each drawn by six horses. 
One of these she occupied herself, together 
with four of her comrades—two women and 
two men (the men being musicians); and the 
other was occupied solely by the baggage.

Tnere is a refreshing naturainess about it which 
brings with it the odor of the fieids, and the smoke

Mr. Beckwith has at ast essayed a full face, but 
with such disaetrous results that it would seem 
discreet in him to stick to bis old reiliabie pro- 
file. 

Platt's work is admirable in composition and 
sentiment, serious, dignified and sincere. Ine 
lar er picture by sim (No. 126) is much the best. 
His treatment of tie mass of buildings on the 
left & strong aud confident: nis values 
closely observed, the execution solid aud satifuac- 
tory, texture pieasing and general handling weil 
balanced.

Col. E. D. Meier returned froma short visit to 
New York and the East last Thursday morning. 
As previously stated in the Post-Dispatcm, Col. 
Meier has been appointed by Governor Marmaduke 
a delegate to the National Militia Convention, to be 
held in Washington onthe 15th of next month. 
To a Post-Dispatcm reporer he said that the 


object of the convention was to take action towards 
securing much needed legisiation for tae National 
Guard organizations of the United States. The 
law governing the militia at the present day was 
passed by Congress iu 1806. or thereabouts, and is 
necessarily inadequate o meet the requirements of 
the service. Tus .aw is the petaver.ion of Gen. 
Suerman. Asis well known, he is a particular 
frieud of the National „Guard. Asan evideace of 
the imperfectious of the present law, 
Gen. duermau frequently quotes that 
part of it which provides for the annual muster of 
all the militia companies int e couniry. Whero it 
is eXpressiy stated tuat officers sna!i appear armed 
with “spontoons aad bau.ers,” and the privates 
wito fut ock r. fle, and a specified uumber of 
ounces of leaden How many militia 
Officers in the faroiliar with 
a “spontoon,” the faiut- 
est couception of what is meant by a 
“nanger?” Let such is the national law. Among 
other things the law appropriates annually S2. 000 
for the support of the National Guard. Toe amount 
bas never been changed suce tie date of tue 
passage of the original bill, although there are over 
ten times the force to provide for tuan there was 
at that period. Gen. Siocum’s bil imiroduced in 
the last session of Congress, whica will come up 
for consideration in the eary part of the 
coming session, will receive the atte tion of the 
convention.
